B. Fall $100,000 to aid in obtaining 
the valuable Elk Hill* oil lease. 
The verdict free* the old oil m an of 
the last charge against him. 
The in­ 
dictm ent had been pending five years. 
All the other crim inal charge* have 
been Anally disposed of a* far a* the 
trial courts are concerned. 
Despite the adm onition of the court 
for 
silence 
and 
no 
dem onstration, 
there wa* an outburst 
of 
cheering 
when Chelsey H. Ray, forem an of the 
jury, announced the verdict. 
The Jury of nine men and three wo­ 
m en brought It* verdict at 12:07 P. M 
after one hour and Ave m inutes of de­ 
liberation on the 
complicated 
case, 
which was placed before it in rapid 
Are order in nine day*. 
This was the 
shortest of the m ajor oil trials. 
The jurors have 
been 
locked 
up 
night and day under constant guard, 
since the trial started March 12. 
It was learned only one ballot was 
taken. 
It was a unanim ous vote for 
acquittal. 
Doheny and Mr*. 
Doheny 
shook 
hands with each juror. 
Mr*. Doheny 
said to each with tears in her eyes: 
"T hank you an d God bless you." 
Justice Hitz took the bench a t 12:06 
P. M. to receive the verdict. 
In his charge to the Jury Justice 
H itz warned against any class verdict 
H e said it had been proper to show 
that Doheny was a wealthy m an. but 
added: 
"In these days of great in 
,equality in the distribution of w ealth 
a rich man must have high rights as 
well a* a poor man. 
There should be 
no difference in the attitude toward 
either rich or poor." 
The judge also cautioned 
against 
any sym pathy for the defendant be 
cause of his age. 
He also told the 
juror* if they were 
convinced 
any 
witness had lied they could disregard 
all of his testimony. 
"At the outset of this trial." the 
court said, "there were two questions 
Did this money pass from Doheny to 
Fall? 
“If it did, did it pass with corrupt 
Intent or innocent intent?” 
“W hen tile trial closes there is only 
one question, for Doheny testified th a t 
the money did pass. 
"The question for you to decide is 
w hat was in a certain m an's mind 
w hen he did a certain thing." 
This was the last of the oil trials, 
the final attem p t of the governm ent 
to jail one of the principals in the 
"oil scandals" which flared over the 
country in 1923-24, as a result of the 
governm ental acts of the H ard in g ad ­ 
m inistration. 
Doheny, 74-year-old survivor of the 
gun-fighting days of the old southwest, 
and recently retired from the oil busi­ 
ness with a fortune estim ated a t $50, 
000,000, has defended from the days of 
the senate's first Teapot Dome revela­ 
tions the innocence of his lease of the 
Elk Hills naval reserve in California. 
Albert B. Fall, President H arding’s 
secretary of interior, 
who 
obtained 
$100,000 in cash from Doheny 
in 
a 
little brown satchel on Novem ber 31, 
1921, and then leased the Elk H ills re­ 
serve to Doheny’s Pan-American Petro 
leum Companies in 1922 and 1923. was 
convicted last year of bribery by a 
jury ni the sam e courtroom. 
Fall, a grizzled old New Mexican 
politician, judge and former 
United 
States senator, was sentenced to serve 
one year in prison and pay $100,000 
fine, but Justice William Hitz, 
the 
same Judge who presided 
over 
the 
Doheny trial, granted Fall freedom on 
bail, pending a repeal.

W ashington, March 22.--The name­ 
less tariff bill which is moving slowly 
toward a final vote In the senate to­ 
day represents a general Increase of 
about five per cent In import dutiea 
above the present law, according to a 
check of statistical experts. 
This figure is about four per cent 
less than the general rate level pro- 
posed In the house bill. Congreet has 
been working on the bill more than a 
year. 
The house ways and means 
com m ittee started preparation of 
a 
draft before the house took office. 
As a hodge-podge compromise 
of 
the conflicting Interests of the Indus­ 
trial east and agricultural west, the 
republican leaders are sure they have 
enough votes to force 
the 
measure 
through on the final roll call. 
But 
trouble lies ahead In prospect of what 
will happen to the measure when it 
goes next to a conference committee 
representing 
both 
houses, although 
there Is a wider vsrlanco between the 
house bill and the senate bill than the 
general rate level figures would Indi­ 
cate, the leaders believe they w ill be 
able to reach an agreem ent and al­ 
ready are forecasting privately what 
the agreem ent wilt be. 
In brief, they expect the debenture 
plan of farm relief will be eliminated; 
en arithmetical compromise 
will 
be 
reached between the house and senate 
duties, and the repeal of tho flexible 
tariff provision will he modified so the 
tariff commission may act on duties 
lf congress fail*. 
The experts figure now the senate 
bill carries a general rate 
level 
of 
about 39 per cent. The rate level of 
the house bill was about 43 per cent, 
nd existing law about 34 par cent. 
In dollars the Increased

around $70,000,000 while the house bill 
would 
have 
increased duties about 
$126,000,000 annually. 
The total value 
of the rate In the senate bill is estim ­

California, was acquitted by a jury to­ 
day of bribing a cabinet officer.

B. Fall $100,000 to aid in obtaining 
the valuable Elk Hills oil lease. 
The verdict frees the old oil man of 
the last charge against him. The in­ 
dictm ent had been pending five years. 
All the other crim inal charges have 
been finally disposed of as far as the 
trial courts are concerned. 
Despite the admonition of the court 
for 
silence and 
no 
demonstration, 
there was an outburst 
of 
cheering 
when Chelsey H. Ray, forem an of the 
jury, announced the verdict. 
The jury of nine men and three wo­ 
men brought its verdict a t 12:07 P. M. 
after one hour and five m inutes of de­ 
liberation on the 
com plicated 
case, 
which was placed before it in rapid 
fire order in nine days. 
This was the 
shortest of the m ajor oil trials. 
The jurors have 
been 
locked 
up 
night and day under constant guard, 
since the trial started M arch 12. 
It w as learned only one ballot was 
taken. It was a unanim ous vote for 
acquittal. 
Doheny and Mrs. 
Doheny 
shook 
hands w ith each juror. 
Mrs. Doheny 
said to each with tears in her eyes: 
“T hank you and God bless you.” 
Justice Hitz took the bench at 12:06 
P. M. to receive the verdict. 
In his charge to the jury Justice 
H itz w arned against any class verdict. 
H e said it had been proper to show 
th at Doheny was a w ealthy man, but 
added: 
“In these day* of great in­ 
eq u ality in the distribution of wealth 
a rich m an must have high rights as 
well as a poor man. T here should be 
no difference in the attitu d e toward 
either rich or poor." 
The judge also cautioned 
against 
any sym pathy for the defendant be 
cause of his age. He also told the 
jurors if they were 
convinced 
any 
w itness had lied they could disregard 
all of his testimony. 
“At the outset of this trial," the 
court said, “there were two questions: 
Did this money pass from Doheny to 
Fall? 
“If it did, did it pass w ith corrupt 
intent or innocent in ten t?” 
“W hen the trial closes there is only 
one question, for Doheny testified that 
the m oney did pass. 
“The question for you to decide is 
w hat w as in a certain m an’s mind 
when he did a certain thing." 
This was the last of the oil trials, 
the final attem pt of the government 
to jail one of the principals in the 
“oil scandals” which flared over the 
country in 1923-24, as a result of the 
governm ental acts of the H arding ad 
m inistration. 
Doheny, 74-year-old survivor of the 
gun-fighting days of the old southwest, 
and recently retired from the oil busi­ 
ness w ith a fortune estim ated at $50,- 
000,000, has defended from the days of 
the senate’s first Teapot Dome revela 
tions the innocence of his lease of the 
Elk H ills naval reserve in California. 
A lbert B. Fall, President Harding's 
secretary of interior, 
who 
obtained 
$100,000 in cash from Doheny 
in 
a 
little brown satchel on November 31, 
1921, and then leased the E lk Hills re­ 
serve to Doheny’s Pan-Am erican Petro 
leum Companies in 1922 and 1923, was 
convicted last year of bribery by a 
jury ni the same courtroom . 
Fall, a grizzled old New Mexican 
politician, judge and form er 
United 
States senator, was sentenced to serve 
one year in prison and pay $100,000 
fine, but Justice W illiam Hitz, 
the 
same judge who presided 
over 
the 
Doheny trial, granted Fall freedom on 
bail, pending a repeal.

He enter­ 
tained without restranit, mainnt&ined 
a fleet of m otor cars, established a 
$250,000 dariy farm and built a $30,000 
town house at Austin. 
Thompson’s arrest at the height of 
his career broke one of the brightest 
financial bubbles ever blown in Min­ 
nesota and answered a question of IO 
y ears’ 
standing, 
"where 
does 
Cy 
Thompson get his m oney?” Although 
he was called the “world’s best host,” 
he was deserted 
by 
his 
scores 
of 
friends at his arrest and was unable 
to obtain $25,000 bonds. 
C. J. Swensen, chairm an of the pa­ 
role board, said the fallen financial 
genius probably will be released from 
the penitentiary in a few days.

said Thompson first m ust find steady 
emplyoment and place himself in th e 
custody of responsible persons.

obtained a high reputation for hon­ 
esty.

near his office, never taking a vaca­ 
tion in ten years. 
Only a few weeks before his arrest,

good for $1,000,000 w ith the Horm el 
Company and several Minnesota bank­ 
ing systems.

SENATE MEASURE COMPROMISE 
BETW EEN INDUSTRIAL EAST 
AND FARMING WEST

Washington, March 22.—The name­ 
less tariff bill which Is moving slowly 
toward a final vote In the senate to­ 
day represents a general Increase of 
about five per cent in import duties 
above the present law, according to a 
check of statistical experts. 
This figure is about four per cept 
less than the general rate level pro­ 
posed in the house bill. Congreet has 
been working on the bill more than a 
year. 
The house ways and means 
committee started preparation of 
a 
draft before the house took office. 
As a hodge-podge compromise 
of 
the conflicting interests of the indus­ 
trial east and agricultural west, the 
republican leaders are sure they h*ve 
enough votes to force 
the 
measure 
through on the final roll call. 
Bub 
trouble lies ahead In prospect of what 
will happen to the measure when it 
goes next to a conference committee 
representing 
both 
houses, although 
there Is a wider variance between the 
house bill and the senate bill than the 
general rate level figure! would indi­ 
cate, the leaders believe they will be 
able to reach an agreement and a1* 
ready are forecasting privately w hit 
the agreement will be. 
In brief, they expect the debenture 
plan of farm relief will be eliminated; 
an arithmetical compromise 
will be 
reached between the house and senate 
duties, and the repeal of the ffexibti 
tariff provision will be modified so tile 
tariff commission may act on duties 
if congress fails. 
The experts figure now the senate 
bill carries a general rate 
level 
of 
about 39 per cent. The rate level of 
the house bill was about 43 per cent, 
and existing law about 34 per cent. - 
In dollars the increased 
value of 
new rates proposed by the senate is 
around $70,000,000 while the house bill 
would have increased duties about 
$126,000,000 annually. The total value 
of the rate in the senate bill is estim­ 
ated at $580,000,000.

The first project instructions to be 
given in this column concerns the con­ 
struction of the Indian head necker­ 
chief slide and is explained by Arden 
Miller. 
Materials necessary include wax pa­ 
per-. well mixed potters or common 
Clay', a large and small needle, a small 
bladed 
jackknife, 
several 
colors 
ut 
paint, a carrom ring, a bolt and screw. 
First take the scout handbook and 
turn to page 838 and either drew or 
trace the Indian head there. 
Then 
place the mixed clay upon the waxed 
'raper and m ake a cube of it about 
three inches square and a half inch 
thick. 
Place the draw ing upon the 
clay and with one of th e needles punch 
holes through the paper and into the 
clay, leaving the impression on the 
clay. 
Then by using a sharp knife 
cut 
aw ay 
the 
surplus 
around 
the 
needle m arks. 
Then shape the nose 
and face m uch as shown in the dia­ 
gram and with the needles m ake the 
effect of feathers by patting down in 
a slanting position leaving the center 
raised above the edge of each feather. 
Moisten the clay when needed, and 
when the work is completed let the 
figure dry overnight. 
Then with the

The first project instructions to be 
given in this column concerns the con­ 
struction of the Indian head necker­ 
chief slide and is explained by Arden 
Miller. 
M aterials necessary include wax pa­ 
per, well mixed potters or common 
clay, a large and small needle, a small 
bladed 
jackknife, 
several ooiors 
of 
paint, a carrom ring, a bolt and screw. 
First take the scout handbook and 
turn to page 538 and either draw or 
trace the Indian head there. 
Then 
place the mixed clay upon the waxed 
paper and m ake a cube of it about 
three inches square and a half inch 
thick. 
Place the drawing upon the 
clay and with one of the needles punch 
holes through the paper and into the 
clay, leaving the impression on the 
clay. 
Then by using a sharp knife 
cut 
away 
the 
surplus 
around 
the 
needle marks. 
Then shape the nose 
and face much as shown in the dia­ 
gram and with the needles m ake the 
effect of feathers by patting down in 
a slanting position leaving the center 
raised above the edge of each feather. 
Moisten the clay when needed, and 
when the work is completed let the 
figure dry overnight. 
Then with the 
small blade of the knife sm oothe down 
the features.

T he year 1929 was the worst Minnesota had ever known for 
fatal automobile accidents, says the St. Paul Dispatch. 
There 
were 484 persons killed in motor accidents last year, not including 
deaths from collisions between autos and trains. This year starts 
out ominously. Already nine persons have been killed in St. Paul 
by automobiles against only five at the similar st aire of 1929. Min­ 
nesota is finding that it can not rely upon antiquated regulation 
of the increasingly hazardous traffic and come out whole. 
How can these casualty lists be kept down to less terrible 
proportions? 
What distance should the state go in requiring 
of automobile drivers a proof of their ability to avoid accidents 
and to make financial redress for any damage they may do? No 
one presumes to have the answer to these questions absolutely, 
but some states at least are experimenting. 
The basis of almost every new system of traffic regulation 
that is being tried is the licensing or at least registration of 
drivers. 
The fundamental idea now most prevalent in the more 
progressive traffic systems is that only those should be given the 
right to drive who are competent to do so with safety to others 
and to themselves. 
Twelve states, for example, have adopted in whole or part 
the liability plan of the American Automobile Association* which 
is now being considered by Congress for the District of Columbia. 
This plan looks beyond the first prevention of accidents and at­ 
tacks the question of financial irresponsibility for such accidents 
a4 may occur. 
It does not go so far as the compulsory in s u ra n t 
system of Massachusetts, which is still in controversy. The Auto­ 
mobile Association instead proposes a sort of “weeding out" 
scheme. 
When a driver has been convicted of a major traffic of­ 
fense, he must furnish proof, either by taking out insurance or 
putting up bond, that he can make good any property damage 
he may do up to $1,000 and any personal injury up to $10,000. 
And also any driver who fails to satisfy a judgment of more than 
$100 against him for injury to persons or damage to propertyf 
has his license to drive suspended. 
The interesting feature about this plan for Minnesota is that 
it presumes the existence of some sort of a driver’s license law. 
In this State it is still assumed that any person who can get his 
hands on a steering wheel has a right to use the highways. 
He 
may be color blind, so that he can not easily read the trallic sig­ 
nals; he may be deaf; he may )>e a raving lunatic. 
It is all one to 
the State. 
All persons except children in arm s have the right to 
drive. To be sure the owner of an automobile must pay a fee but 
the license tag he receives from the State has nothing to do with 
his competence or status as a driver, 
It is simply a tax receipt, 
showing that he has contributed his share toward the trunk high­ 
way funds, and a means of identification. 
In a growing list of states the right to drive is something 
which each would-l>e motorist must first prove before it is ac­ 
quired. 
Minnesota is probably in need of no such stringent rule 
and none has been suggested. 
There perhaps would In.* no great 
criticism of the State for presuming that every physically sound 
person has a right to drive, if some means were provided to cause 
forfeiture of the privilege upon cause. A reckless or incompetent 
driver who has caused damage or injury in Minnesota is free t< 
go out and damage and injure again. The State may Im* absolver 
from blame for the damage done by a person of unknown compe­ 
tence. 
But when a person who has proved himself incapable o 
driving is turned loose to drive again, then the State becomes just 
as morally responsible as he for w hatever may happen.

The national development tendency is away from tin* masto­ 
donic metropolises where free play of individualism is reduced to 
a minimum. 
In the great open spaces where there are still thousands of 
weeklies and smaller city daily newspapers owned and edited by 
individuals, men with their own money and their own plants and 
many of them still actual practical printers, there is freedom to 
make such newspapers community builders and leaders for indus­ 
trial development. 
The paper which recognizes the merit of the industrial idea 
prospers with the community it helps build up. 
The paper that makes itself the exponent of payrolls and in 
dustries helps found the prosperous community and shares in the 
community prosperity.

The Right to Kill 


The year 1929 was the worst Minnesota had ever known for 
fatal automobile accidents, says the St. Paul Dispatch. 
There 
were 484 persons killed in motor accidents last year, not including 
deaths from collisions between autos and trains. This year s t a r t s 
out ominously. 'Already nine persons have been killed in St. Paul 
by automobiles against only five at the similar stage of 1929. Min­ 
nesota is finding that it can not rely upon antiquated regulation 
of the increasingly hazardous traffic and come out whole. 
How can these casualty lists be kept down to less terrible 
proportions? 
What distance should the state go in requiring 
of automobile drivers a proof of their ability to avoid accidents 
and to make financial redress for any damage they may do? No 
one presumes to have the answer to these questions absolutely, 
but some states at least are experimenting. 
The basis of almost every new system of traffic regulation 
that is being tried is the licensing or at least registration of 
drivers. 
The fundamental idea now most prevalent in the more 
progressive traffic systems is that only those should be given the 
right to drive wfio are competent to do so with safety to others 
and to themselves. 
Twelve states, for example, have adopted in whole or part 
the liability plan of the American Automobile Association, which 
is now being considered by Congress for the District of Columbia. 
This plan looks beyond the first prevention of accidents and at­ 
tacks the question of financial irresponsibility for such accidents 
a* may occur. 
It does not go so far as the compulsory insurance 
system of Massachusetts, which is still in controversy. The Auto­ 
mobile Association instead proposes a sort of “weeding out” 
scheme. When a driver has been convicted of a major traffic of­ 
fense, he must furnish proof, either by taking out insurance or 
putting up bond, that he can make good any property damage 
he may do up to $1,000 and any personal injury up to $10,000. 
And also any driver who fails to satisfy a judgment of more than 
$100 against him for injury to persons or damage to property, 
has his license to drive suspended. 
The interesting feature about this plan for Minnesota is that 
it presumes'the existence of some sort of a driver’s license law. 
In this State it is still assumed that any person who can get his 
hands on a steering wheel has a right to use the highways. 
He 
may be color blind, so that he can not easily read the traffic sig­ 
nals; he may be deaf; he may be a raving lunatic. It is all one to 
the State. All persons except children in arms have the right to 
drive. To be sure the owner of an automobile must pay a fee but 
the license tag he receives from the State has nothing to do with 
his competence or status as ii driver. 
I t is simply a tax receipt, 
showing that he has contributed his share toward the trunk high­ 
way funds, and a means of identification. 
In a growing list of states the right to drive is something 
which each would-be motorist must first prove before it is ac­ 
quired. Minnesota is probably in need of no such stringent rule 
and none has been suggested. 
There perhaps would l>e no great 
criticism of the State for presuming that every physically sound 
person has a right to drive, if some means were provided to cause 
forfeiture of the privilege upon cause. A reckless or incompetent 
driver who has caused damage or injury in Minnesota is free to 
go out and damage and injure again. 
The State may be absolved 
from blame for the damage done by a person of unknown compe­ 
tence. 
Hut when a person who has proved himself incapable o, 
driving is turned loose to drive again, then the State becomes just 
as morally responsible as he for whatever may happen. 


Building the Industrial Center 


T h e Manufacturer and Industrial News Bureau refers to the 
worthy ambition to make one’s community, whether it be coun­ 
try or city, an industrial center. 
Nine men or women must have 
a job and must be given employment by some individual, firm or 
corporation. 
The tenth man or the tenth woman is the business 
leader or the organizer or community employer capable of organ­ 
izing a business or an industry that gives employment to the nine 
who cannot create employment for themselves. 
To build the growing, prosperous community it is necessary 
to create employment for deserving, willing workers. 
This is in­ 
dustrial development. 
The country weekly newspapers and 
smaller city dailies are making themselves more and more com­ 
munity builders in the true sense of the word. They promote tho 
business and industrial life of the country town and smaller cities 
where there is room for new industries. It is at tile intersections 
of main highways and paved streets where they attract payrolls 
and industries, where such enterprises are not yet overdone, as 
they are in many of the over-crowded half-million and multi-mil­ 
lion populated world centers. 
The national development tendency is away from tile masto­ 
donic metropolises where free play of individualism is reduced to 
a minimum. 
In the great open spaces where there are still thousands of 
weeklies and smaller city daily newspapers owned and edited by 
individuals, men with their own money and their own plants and 
many of them still actual practical printers, there is freedom to 
make such newspapers community builders and leaders for indus­ 
trial development. 
The paper which recognizes the merit of the industrial idea 
prospers with the community it helps build up. 
The paper that makes itself the exponent of payrolls and in­ 
dustries helps found the prosperous community and shares in the 
community prosperity.
